COMMENTS ON WORK CURRENTLY EXHIBITED IN THE MAY SHOW: 1993 

My work for the past few years has centered more and more on paintings 
and drawings on mural rag paper. In particular, I prepare the paper 
with grounds to perserve its archival nature and glaze it with the 
new UV varnish preparations. I find large format paper conducive 
to the imagery and narrative experiences I talk about in my work. 

Not only is the paper easy to work with it is also easy to store 
and to ship: last year I exhibited a 5'HxlO'W paper painting Terrestial 
Views which I completed in 1980 and, in 1992 I shipped a 6'Hx8"W 
paper painting to Sligo, Ireland in a tube! 

Perhaps the most useful information I have encountered, regarding 
my current work,came at the printmaking workshop of the College Arts 
Association Conference in Chicago in 1992. There I discovered that 
the work I had been doing for years could legitimately be called 
printmaking. For almost 20 years I have worked my imagery in drawing, 
painting and printmaking, selecting the medium most conducive to 
the work at hand and being content to call myself artist as opposed 
to purist printmaker or painter. (I can't imagine any artist allowing 
their vision to be limited by the confines of a medium.) At the 
Conference I was happy to hear that 20th century printmakers (young 
ones at least) were not focused on editioning but rather considered 
monotypes and monoprints with paint and pastel and various plate 
surfaces as forms of printmaking and worthy of using the name "print" 
in any discussion of medium . Having been doing these combinations 
for years but, hesitant to name them such and risk offending print- 
collecting-and-making mavens, I was glad to know that it was now 
legitimate to admit publicly what was once an academic art crime. 

Artist, poet, teacher and, for me, friend, Frank Frate is the subject 
of this portrait. Frank has been close to my family and, to me, 
for almost twenty years, just about the time I have lived in Cleveland. 
The title. Floater in the Mirror , comes from one of his poems. As 
I often pun in titling my works, I have taken the liberty here of 
selecting this title for the portrait as there are also visual 
references to these words: "floaters" are the names given to those 
motes and specs that re-appear from time to time in our vision (from 
debris on the retina). As this portrait is not just about what is 
in front of the eye but what is behind it or in the mind's eye, so 
to speak, and because "the mirror" and Frank's poem is about vision^ 
and visions of ourselves*it seemed the appropriate title for this 
work. The portrait is from life.

The faculty development grant I received for drawing and travel in Spain, summer 
of 1988, spans part of time you are interested in and marked an end to one body of 
work and the beginning of research for another. So I took the liberty of 
including slides that go back 8 months prior to the time you requested (sheet #1) 
so that you will know why you are looking at roads and than suddenly lions, saints 
and cathedrals (sheet #2). 

I spent the summer of 89 traveling from central Spain (Madrid, toledo, Segovia, 
Escorial, The University of Salamanca) north east and west from Roncesvalles to 
PIamplona—Basque, Silos, Santa Ana Del Mar—-Altamira where I had permission to 
enter the caves), Burgos (El Cid) and Santiago de Compostella—Galicia and, ended 
with almost a month in BARCELONA—city of the Catalans.—Traveling with a nun we 
stayed at convents, monesteries and religious retreat houses along the way. It 
was a prelude to glory for me as I was searching roots (Spanish/Irish), religions, 
Romanesque art and, my heros—I went for Goya and returned with Picasso. I found 
that the great reverance for art—as an integral way of life—in Barcelona is 
going to persuade me to return there and do more.
